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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argument with regard to claims 1-30 
is considered and is similar in scope as the one presented in the previous argument filed on 05/04/2002. 

With reference to claims 1,11, and 21 , Applicant argues that Davis and Elsbree are not analogous art and there is no motivation to 
combine them (After final amendment, page 14). Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that Davis et al. and Elsbree et al. belong to 
the same art for the same reasons as set in the previous office actions. The argument regarding managing the translation of a master 
text file text is not given weight since the limitation "managing a translation of a master text file" is in the preamble. 
With refrence to claims 6-9, 16-19, and 26-29, applicant argue that Davis et al. do not teach importing the translation text file 
corresponding to the master text file (After amendment, page 13). Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that Davis et al. teach 
importing the translation text file corresponding to the master text file (col. 7, lines 28-37). 

Examiner concludes that given the most reasonable broadest interpretation of the claim limitations, that the art used in the final 
rejection is proper. 

There being no further specific argument to overcome the rejection of claims 2-4, 5, 10, 12-14, 15, 20, 22-24, 25, and 30, beside they are 
being dependant on independent claims 1, 6, 11, 16, 21, and 26. Therefore, claims 2-4, 5, 10, 12-14, 15, 20, 22-24, 25, and 30 are 
rejected for the same reasons as set in the previous office action. 
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
